Congressman Black, from our state, 0 
a “ tariff ref irnter,” so called, of the can 
did sort, ii s free trade doctrine is of the 
philanthropic sort as he proposes by a re 
ductkm in the tariff to bring the wages of 
iabor to a general level all over the world, 
or as near that as possible In a speech In 
coDgress Iasi week M r Black made the 
position of the reformer« very clear on 
this point. 
Being asked by a colleague if 
he proposed to remedy the evils of in 
equality “ by bringing American wages to 
a level with the wages paid in Europe," 
lie sai*! 
“ I would seek to repeal those 
laws which 
made wsges higher, are! 
would let wages have their natural play 
all over the world.” 
When he canvassed our state in the in ­ 
terest of turdT reduction Mr Black had 
much to say on the subject, bu* not on • 
word regarding a * repeal of those laws 
which make labor higher'” 
If Congressman Black could, in bring 
ing the wages of labor to a dead level all 
ever tbe world, keep the prices of labor 
in this country where it was before tar ff 
reform commenced; or bring the price of 
labor in other parts of the world up to our 
American standard of years past, he 
might be considered a philanthropist. 
But that is impossible 
But, unfor unate 
ly, a reduction of tariff will not contribute 
a fuithiug to the improvement of wages 
in other countries, arid only result in what 
Mr Black says it wi l. reducing wages 
in this country. 
In his speeches there 
was much talk during tbe last canvass 
against the McKinley bill, hut he never 
once hinted that it should be repealed be 
cause it made wages higher.
